AND OFFERING DRINK

lij-year-old stenographer, Rev. Craw- 
ford Jackson, secretary of the Juvenile 
Protective association, and well known 
in every section of Georgia, was bound 
over by Justice of the*Peace C. H.

His bond was assessed at $1,000, and 
this sum was furnished shortly after 
19 o’clock last night. | 

His accuser, the daughter 
6On Durden, a detention officer who 
lives at 432 Central avenue, told in 
court a story of alleged advances she 
charged the minister with making 
while she was in his. employ in his 
offices. in the Third National bank 
building, during the absence of her 
Sister, his regular stenographer, who 
is now on a vacation, 

Said Minixter Embraced Her. 

One of her charges was that Rev. Mr. 
Jackson had kissed and embraced her 
and had offered her intoxicants which 
he himself had been drinking. The 
minister admitted having kissed the 
Zirl and having offered her drink, ex- 
Plaining that his attitude towards her 
was that of a father and that he pro- 
posed that she drink in order to cure 
a headache from which she suffered. |

to have returned to Rev. Jackson's of- | 
fice. | 

The accused minister was taken into 
custody Saturday afternoon upon the 


issuance of a warrant from Judge 
Girardeau's court. He accompanied

- Ceeded at once. The only relatives of 
the girl present in court were her 
father, Dawson Durden, a detention 
officer, and her brother-in-law, Clyde 
Scarborough. 
Warrant Is Issued. 

The warrant was secured by the girl's 
father at the instigation of Scarbor- 
ough, who was among the first to 
learn the girl’s story. Friday afternoon 
Scarborough visited Rev. Mr. Jack- | 
son's office after having heard of the | 
alleged insult, and, upon talking with |! 
the minister, gained the same admis- 
sion which the divine made during 
the trial. 

Scarborough stated on the stand that 
on Thursday afternoon, the day the 
advances are said to have been made, 
he camé into a room of the Durden 
home, at which he and his wife are 
‘living, and overheard the girl t@lling 
her story to Mrs. Scarborough, her 
sister.. She feared telling her father 
‘or Scarborough, she said. 
~ Searborough informed her father, 
with Saturday’s trial as a result. The 
girl admitted the story, explaining to 
her father that she' was afraid he | 
would do the minister physical harm if 
she told him. The Durdens and Rev. Mr. 
Jackson were friends of long standing, 
the latter having boarded with the 
Durden family frequently. 

While her sister, Sophronia, 
who is Kev. Mr. Jackson's official 
stenographer, was out of the city on her 
vacation, Louvenia had been employed 
in her place. She had been tin the of- 
fice only a few days, she stated, be- 
fore the allewed advances were made.

During the course of his statement 
the minister declared that he had often 
kissed his accuser while boarding at 
the home of her parents, and had called 
her such endearing names as ‘“‘sweet- 
heart” and “dearie.”. It was the 
fatherly feeling he held toward all 
children, he said, which inspired his 
attitude toward the child.

Senator Vardaman,

be withdrawn. 

Patterson is a negro lawyer of Mus- 
kogee, Okla. He was indorsed by Sen- 
ator Gore, of Oklahoma, and was re- 
ported to have had the support of 
Senator Shafroth, of Colorado. He 
made g number of speeches for the 
democratic ticket in the last cam- 
patgn. Senator Owen, who lives in 
Muskogee, 
and declines to comment upon the nom- 
ination.

Charlottesville, Va., July 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At the gates of historic. Monti- 
cello yesterday evening the Rev. 
Charles Steele Davidson, former pas- 
tor of St. Mark’s, Cleveland, Ohio;

spector Dixon by Mexican soldiers. 
President Wilson was also ad- 
vised of the shooting, but made no 
comment.

Fl Paso, Texas, July 26.—<After argu- 
ing all afternoon with Colonel J. N. 
Vasquez of the Mexican federal army 
in Juarez, F. W. Berkshire, supervis- 
ing inspector of the United States im- 
migration service; Clerence G. Gately, 
inspector; Dr. J. H. Tappan, surgeon, 
and American Consu! Thomas D. Ed- 
wards were unable to secure permis- 
gion from the federals for the removal 
to an El Paso hospital of Charles B. 
Dixon, immigration ..inspecter,.. whe 
was shot, perhaps fatally, this after- 
noon by a squad of federal soldiers n 
the southern part of Juarez. 

Dixon had been arrested by the sol- 
diers and says he feared execution at 
their hands ‘and ‘tried to escape by 
running down an alley. | 

The federal] authorities refused to 
allow the wounded American to be 
removed from the military hospital 
where he was taken. Federal  soil- 
diers guard the ward where Dixon 
lies, refusing admission to every one 
except Dr. Tappan. A Japanese mele 
nurse is waiting on him. Dr. Tappan 
stated that Dixon is resting easily and 
has no: fever. 

Strack By Two Bulicts. 

One bullet entered just above Dix- 
on’s right hip and emerged at the 
front of his abdomen. Another struck 
his right foot. , 

The judge, who is hearing the case, 
has taken the evidence of the com- 
plaining witnesses, he says, and to- 
night Supervisor Berkshire is endeav- 
oring to arrange a bond to enable 
Dixon’s remoyal to El Paso. 

The arrest of Dixon, the immigra- 
tion men say, was the result of a 
“frame-up” between a negro, Arthur 
Walker, and certain soldiers stationed 
in Juarez. It is alleged that Walker 
had secured a warrant in advance of 
the appearance of Dixon to -investi- 
gate a white Slavery case today,

While immigration officials on the 
border frequently have had. their trou- 
bles with Mexicans, officials being’ de- 
tained until their identity could be es- 
tablishéd, no incidefit so serious 
the affair at Juarez 
tonight in official] circles. It was 
Pointed...eut .that strict orders often 
have been issued to American soldiers 
off duty from going into the Mexican 
towns just across the international] 
line, in timés of revolutionary disturb- 
ances, and ‘that little difficulty has 
been experienced. 

It was apparent that the state de- 
partment would. call upon the 
Sovernment in Mexico City, whose 
troops are garrisoned in Juarez, to 
punish the offenders, though no one 
would authorize anv Statement of the 
c@eurse to be pursued.

No Decisive Battle. 

While much ammunition has been 
expended there has been no decisive 
battle, which foreigners helieve is 
essential to Provisional President Yuan 
Shi Kai’s ultimate success. 

At Shanghai the northern troops on 
shore number 2,000, while pitted against 
them are 4,000 southerners. The army 
of General Chang Haun numbers less 
than 5,000 officers and men. The larg- 
est northern army consists of prob- 
ably 15,000 to 20,000 men, and is in 
the province of Kiang-Si. 

European and American sympathy 
the Yang Tse. Kiang ports and at 
Pekin is overwhelmingly in favor of 
President Yuan Shi Kai. The Jap- 
anese and Russians apparently favor 
the southerners. 

The opinion prevails among foreign- 
ers here that Yuan Shi Kai soon will 
be victorious. It pointed out in 
some quarters, however, that the abil- 
ity of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, first provis- 
ional president of the republic, and 
his party to create a rebellion and. to 
spread disaffection among the troops 
in the principal cities along the lower 
Yang Tse river was not suspected 
three months ago.

Disease for Which No Cure Has 
Been Found Rapidly 
Increasing. 


Washington, July 26.—Pellagra, for 
which physicians have found no cure, 
is spreading beyond the zone to which | 
it previously has been confined and is 
invading new territory, according to 
officials of the United States public 
health service, whe base their belief 
upon statistics on thefprevalence of 
the disease in ArkKansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas, from 1907 to 1912, which 
were made public today. 

Reports from these three states, 


bordering on the area in which pella- 
gra has most extensively existed in 
this country, show, says Surgeon C. H. 
Lavinder, the prevalence of the dis- 
ease “to no inconsiderable degree.” 

“This suggests rather strongly,” he 
adds, “that pellagra is increasing in 
the area in which it was prevalent and 
invading new territory. Further in- 
quiry is needed to determine this with 
any degree of accuracy.” The figuies 
indicated an increase in the disease 


during 1912. The total nuribér of 
cases in Oklahoma during six 
years was 472, with a death rate per 
100 cases of 54.91; in Texas 2,628 
cases, death rate 46.61, and in Ar- 
kanSas 945, death rate 41.90. The fic- 
ures for Arkansas for 1912 were in- 
complete. 

Today’s report, which supplemented 
@ previous pellagra report giving sta- 
tistics for other states, is of peculiar 
interest at this time in connection 
with the bill of Representative John- 
son, of South Carolina, for a large ap- 
propriation for the erection of a hos- 
pital at Spartanburg, S. C., for the 
study of pellagra. The public health 
service has been urged to support the 
bill.

«ho had the necessary knowledge, and 
cradually the afforced jurors becam%” 
separated from the uniformed jurors, 
who assumed the semi-judicial charac- 
ter they now hold.

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How to Write Retail Advertising Copy 


By HERBERT KAUFMAN 


A skilled layer of mosaics works With small fragments 
of stone—they fit into more places than the larger chunks. 


The skilled advertiser works with small words—they 
fit into more minds than big phrases. 


The simpler the language the greater the certainty that 
it will be understood by the least intelligent reader. 


The construction engineer plans his roadbed where 
there is a minimum of grade—he works along the lines of 


least resistance. 


The advertisement which runs irito mountainous style 
is badly surveyed---all minds are not built for high-grade 


thinking. 


Advertising must be simple. When it is tricked out 
with the jewelry and silks of literary expression, it looks as 
much out of place asa ball dress at the breakfast table. 


The buying public is only interested in facts. People 
read advertisements to find out what you have to sell. 


The advertiser who can fire the most facts in the 
shortest time gets the most returns. Blank cartridges 
make noise, but they do not hit---blank talk, however 
clever, is only wasted space. 


You force your salesmen to keep to solid facts---you 
dont allow them to sell muslin with quotations from Omar, 
or trousers with excerpts from Marie Corelli. You must 
not tolerate in your printed selling talk anything that you 
are not willing to countenance in personal salesmanship. 


Cut out clever phrases if they are inserted to the sacri- 
lice of clear explanations---write copy as you talk. Only, 
be more brief. Publicity is costlier than conversation--- 
ranging in price downward from $10 a line; talk is not 
cheap, but the most expensive commodity in the world. 


Sketch in your ad to the stenographer. Then you 
will be so busy “saying it’’ that vou will not have time to 
bother about the gewgaws of writing. Afterwards take the 
typewritten manuscript and cut out every word and every 
line that can be erased without omitting an important de- 


tail. What remains in the end is all that really counted 
in the beginning. 

Cultivate brevity and simplicity. “Savon Francais” 
may look smarter, but more people will understand “French 
soap.” Sir Isaac Newton’s explanation of gravitation 
covers six pages, but the schoolboy’s terse and homely 
“What goes up must come down” clinches the whole thing 
in six words. 


Indefinite talk wastes space. It is not 100% produc- 
tive. The copy that omits prices sacrifices half its pulling 
power--it has a tendency to bring lookers instead of 
buyers. It often creates false impressions. Some people 
are bound to conceive the idea that the goods are higher 
priced than in reality--others, by the same token, are just 
as likely to infer that the prices are lower and go away 
thinking that you have exaggerated your statements. 


The reader must be searched out by the copy. Big 
space is cheapest because it doesn’t waste a single eye. 
Publicity must be on the offensive. There are far too 
many advertisers who keep their lights on top of their 
bushel--the average citizen hasn't time to overturn your 


bushel. 


Small space is expensive. Like a one-flake snow- 
storm, there.is not enough of it to lay. 


Space is a comparative matter after all. It is nota 
case of how much 1s used, as how it is used. The pas- 
sengers on the limited express may realize that Jones has 
tacked a twelve-inch shingle on every post and fence for a 
stretch of five miles, but they are going too fast to make 
out what the shingles say, yet the two-foot letters of 
Brown’s big bulletin board on top of the hill leap at them 
before they have achance to dodge it. And at that it 
doesn’t cost nearly so much as the sum total of Jones’ 


dinky display. 

Just so advertisements attractively displayed every day 
or every other day for a year in one big newspaper, will 
find the eye of all readers, no matter how rapidly they may 
be “going” through the advertising pages, and produce 
more results than a dozen piking pieces of copy scattered 
through half a dozen dailies.

This is about 
pounds greater than the British con- 
sumption per capita, and approximate- 
ly 40 pounds more than in France and 
Germany.”

One of the most spectacular battles 
in the legal history of Georgia is eXx- 
pected to:open/up tomorrow morning 
when the case of the State versus 
Leo M. Frank for murder is formally 
begun and the superintendent of the 
National Pencil factory goes on trial 
for the murder of little Mary Phagan, 
an employee whose dead and bruised 
body wags found in the factory base- 
ment by police officers one bright 
Sunday morning in April. 

Since that Sunday morning when 
The Constitution’s exclusive extra ap- 
peared upon the streets, telling the 
simple story of the crime and of how 
Newt Lee, a negro night watchman, 
had called police headquarters at 3:15 
o’clock that morning and informed the 
officers that he had found a dead 
body in the basement, Atlanta people 
and those from many other sections 
have been talking of almost nothing 
else. 

Every bit of news, from the arrest 
of Lee, who is yet held, having been 
bound over, but never irdicted by the 
grand jury, to the arrest of J.. M. 
Gantt and of Arthur Miullinax, of 
Frank and finally of the negro sweep- 
er, James Conley, has been seized 
upon with. avidity. 

The horror of the crime upon the 
little girl seemed to have impressed 
itself upon the people: at large al- 
most as strongly as it did upon those 
few who went to the hasement that 
morning and saw the body as it lay 
here.

Some Legal Points. 


The fact that Frank is under in- 
dictment today means to many minds 
that he is therefore guilty, and even 
those of education and high intelli- 
gence sometimes give this mean\ng to 
an indictment. In the eye of the law, 
Frank is an innocent man, as innocent 
as is the soul of little Mary. Phagan, 
and before the law he will remain so 
unti] a jury of twelve men shall have 
wees 8 all the evidence presented and 
then agreed unanimously that he is 
guilty. 

The indictment of a man is merely 
the state’s formal charge against him, 
and means that there is_ sufficient 
ground to suspect him of the guilt. A 
man is indicted by a body composed 
of from 18 to 23 of his fellow citizens, 
known as the’ grand jury, and who 
are chosen from the men who com- 
pose the veniremen for the trial jur 
ies.' They are theoretically of a high- 
er class of citizenship than the men 
‘who are on the trial juries. 

A grand jury hearing is ex parte, 
i'that is, only one side is heard. When 
‘Solicitor Dorsey presented to the 
grand jury a bill of indictment 
against Frank, who had been bound 
over after an investigation by the cor- 
oner’s jury, Frank had no chance to 
‘defend himself.

In all important cases it is usual for 
both sides to desire that all witnesses 
be “put under the rule,” which is a 
legal term meaning that they must be 
excluded from the courtroom until 
such time as they shall be needed to 
testify. 

In the trial of Mrs. Appelbaum for 
the murder of her husband, Jerry A. 
Appelbaum, her young son, Claude 
Henderson, who was used as a wit- 
ness, was not allowed to remain in 
court with his mother until he had 


pleted his testimony regarding the 
relationship between his mother and 
stepfather. 

Following the swearing in of the 
witnesses, Clerk John H. Jones 
call the names of the'twelve men on 
the first jury panel.

Solicitor Dorsey will then adminis-

The solicitor next questions eachb 
one to determine whether or: not he 
is legally qualified to serve. 

Should a venireman, as he {is call- 
ed, show by his. answer to one of the 
questions that he is not legally fit 
to serve, his name is struck from the 
list and the solicitor states to the 
,court: “Off for cause, your honor.” 
; On the other hand, should he show 
(by his answers that there is no legal 
‘reason why he should not serve, the 
solicitor states: ‘He is competent, 
your honor.” 

At this point begins the selection of 
the jury. When a venireman has 
ishown by his sworn answers that he 
is qualified the real fight begins. 

Theoretically the first twelve men 
whose names are drawn/out would 
give Leo Frank a fair trial, but in a 
spirit of fairness the law gives both 
Frank and the state some leeway in 
the selection of the twelve men, 
“tried and true,” who are to pass upon 
the question of his guilt or innocence. 

In all felony cases in Georgia the 
defense may arbitrarily “strike” from 
the list 20 names and the state may 
in the same manner strike half that 
number. 

Giving Defendant a Chance. 

It may be that a man has been 
drawn upon that particular panel who 
‘bears an ancient grudge against Leo 
| Frank. The cause of that grudge may 
‘have not been Frank’s fault in any 
isense, and he may have the utmost 
| confidence in the. individual’s integri- 
ity, but still the law recognizes that 
‘it would not be fair for that man to 
‘try Frank for a serious offense. 
| Frank may not be able to prove that 


»? 


‘to the court and the law provides for 
‘that. Tite man’s name may be arbi- 
‘trarily stricken off the list and he is 
then excused. 

The same thing may be true regard- 
‘ine the relation of the potenfial juror 
‘with the state’s side of the case, and 
‘in that case the solicitor would strike 
‘off the name arbitrarily and without 
igiving a cause. 
| While each side may strike, the 
i state is given the first chance to pass 
‘upon a possible juror and after the 
‘solicitor has declared a venireman 
‘competent to serve on the jury, he 
and his assistants consult among 
i'themselves as to the advisability of 
ichoosing him. While this is going on 
ithe defense is also at the same task, 
'so that if the state accepts the man 
‘as a juror, they will know what to do 
. with him. 
| Should the man prove acceptable to 
ithe state, the solicitor utters the for- 
‘mal: “Juror, look On prisoner; pris 
oner, look: on juror.” 

Then the defense indicates its de- 
‘cision in regard to him and. should 
ihe prove acceptable to the defendant 
the leading counsel says: “You may 
be sworn.” 

In this case the juror passes into 
‘the juryroom where he waits until 
itwelve men are selected and then all 
ireturn to be formally sworn in. 

Picking Jury a Fine Art. 

It is in their ability tc pick jurors 
that many lawyers have laid the basis 
for their legal success. In many of 
the large law offices of Atlanta men 


are employed who do nothing but aid 
the attortieys in selecting juries. 

Some of these men are lawyers who 
have become so noted for this that 
they are more valuable in that way 
than in any other, and others are men - 
who have never practiced law, but 
who come from walks of life where 
they have a wide acquaintance, and 
who have in addition to this made a 
study of the characteristics of va- 
rious men. ; 

The list of 144 men chosen by Judge 
Pendleton is not kept secret and be- 
fore the case is opened the lawyers 
for both sides will have inf their pos- 
session many facts as to the individ- 
ual characteristics of each. The past 
history of these men will also be 
known and also their records in the 
past when serving upon juries. 

Sometimes past knowledge of a ven- 
ireman is not always complete and 
again it fails to aid the side which 
has it in possession. There is a 
story going the rounds of the Atlanta 
bar of a certain lawyer who in repre- 
senting the defense was much grati- 
fied to note that the state had accept- 
ed as a juryman a contractor who. 
the year previous had built a house’ 
for him. 

The relations between the contrac- 
tor and the lawyer for the defense had 
been most pleasant and the lawyer 
was happy in the thought that this 
man would certainly listen favorably 
to him instead of to the other side. 
It was that same man who hung out 
for a conviction for twelve hours and 
gaused the case to end in a mistrial. 

“It will take at least two days to 
pick the jury,” Reuben Arnold de- 
clared in open court when Frank’s 
trial was postponed from June 30 to 
July 28, and it is known that both 
sides have made extensive prepara- 
tions for this important task and will. 
devote much time and thought to it. 

When the entire 144 men have been 
called into the box, twelve at a time, 
and twelve men have not been chosen, 
other names may be drawn similarly 
from the jury box or the judge may 
order the sheriff to go out on the 
streets and gather in as many citi- 
zens aS May be necessary to select 
from. These are known as talesmen, 
and must show that they are qualified 
as the others have done before they 
can be named as jurymen. 


State Will Open Trial. + 


The state, which is always the plain- 
tiff in criminal cases, will then open 
the trial, either by the solicitor giv- 
ing a short outline of the cage be- 
fore the court, or by the introduc- 
tion of the first witness. 

In case a postponement is asked by 
either side it may be given on a “le- 
gal showing,’ which is decided upon 
by the judge. The absence of a ma- 
terial witness, when he or she is 
shown to be. material; the illness of 
leading counsel, or any cause which 
seems sufficient in the mind of the 
trial judge may constitute a “legal 
showing.” This necessarily comes be- 
fore the choosing of a jury. 

The state as the case goes on will 
introduce its witnesses and evidence 
one at a time. The solicitor may ask 
no “leading” questions of the state’s 
witnesses, as the lawyers for the de- 
fense may ask none of the witnesses 
they may introduce. 

By “leading” questions {s meant 
such questions as would suggest to 
the mind of the witness the answer 
desired. On the other hand, when the 
other side is cross-examining the wit- 
ness the lawyer may ask any ques- 
tions he deems fit, provided they are 
pertinent. 

After the state has introduced all 
the witnesses it desires to and has 
submitted what it desires in the form 
of evidence that has been allowed, 
the state closes,” and the defense 
proceeds to bring forth its evidence 
and testimony in practically the same 
manner. Sometimes the defendant 
opens for the defense by giving his 
statement or version of the affair. 

The defendant may give any or no 
statement, or as long or as short as 
he may desire, provided he sticks to 
matters that are adjudged pertinent 
to the case. He makes his statement 
not under oath and neither counsel 
for or against him may ask him a 
question or lead him unless he gives 
his consent to be cross-examined by 
the state, in which case the state’s at- 
torneys may ask him whatsoever they 
will and he may answer what ques- 
tions he sees fit to reply to. 

The law says: “The defendant has 
the right to make to the court and 
jury such statement as he may deem 
proper in defense; it should not be 
under oath and shall have only such 
weight as the jury may see proper 
to give it. The jury may believe it 
in whole or in part; they may believe 
it in preference to the sworn testi- 
mony in the case.” 

A defendant in a felony case ugual- 
ly makes a statement, but it is ex- 
ceedingly rare that he allows himself 
to be cross-examined. 

Another feature of the case that 
lies with the defendant is the ques- 
tion of his character. Should Frank 
be openly known to be&of thef#vilest 
character on record, no matter per- 
taining to this could be mentioned by 
the. state, unless he first, either by 
testimony or evidence or by his own 
statement, put his character in ig- 
sue. 


What will Frank Do? 


Should he put his character in {s. 
sue he then lets down the bars and 
the state may attack it. 

Should Frank do this and despite 
the attacks that the state might see 
fit to make, prove an unblemished 
reputation, this would not necessar- 
ily mean his acquittal.

It’s the small things that start constructive 
and destructive avalanches. An avalanche 
that will wipe out a cold-blooded discrimina- 
tion against the mothers of Georgia is badly 
needed. Perhaps the story from Augusta, 
told elsewhere in our local columns and in 
an editorial from The Augusta Chronicle, 
may prove the impetus. The facts are soon 
related. An Augusta mother with two baby 
girls separates from her husband. Both 
are reputable. So far as we know, neither 
has been guilty of moral turpitude. But 
the ancient Georgia law tears these babes 
from the mother that bore them and gives 
them to the father. In other words, under 
our statute the mother in Georgia has no 
more right to her children than the veriest 
outsider. After she has faced death in bear- 
ing them, and hardship and sleepless nights 
in rearing them—the husband can claim 
‘hein from her, without a scintilla of legal 
redTess. 

Of course, this is a crime against moth- 
erhood. It is a greater and more brutal 
injustice than the old law which made tho 
wife. the slave and chattel of the husband. 
Georgia has repealed the statute that gave 
control of the wife’s property to the hus- 
She is given a free title to her dol- 
lars. She has none whatever to the chil- 
dren of her body. 

In time we shall, perhaps, give women 
the right to practice law, now curiously 
denied them, while they can practice medi- 
cine and engage in any other business.

START IT WORKING RIGHT. 


The Constitution publishes elsewhere a 
statement from Chief of Construction R. M. 
Clavion, in which he points out how the 
of the Peachtree creek sewage 
disposal plant may be seriously impaired 
unless the creek is quickly cleared of ac- 
cuniulated debris. The county commission 
promised to do this work but, as Cap- 
tain Clayton points out, the plant will be in 
operation by September and the creek-bed 
should be cleared by that time.

A factory 
which is enjoying a strike is about as use- 
less and expensive as a private yacht It 
requires a tremendous effort of the will to 
envy the owner of a factory whose workmen 
are all on the outside, picking daisies and 
brick bats, while the interest charges and 
taxes on said factory go relentlessly on. 

Men do not strike for the mere joy of 
sitting around and waiting for last week's 
meal to materialize. They ‘strike because 
they have been abused, or underpaid, or im- 
posed upon, or because they want something, 
or because clause 78 of the contract has been 
broken or bent by the party of the second 
part. Nothing in the line of argument ap- 
proaches a strike in eloquence. Many a body 
of men have argued with their employees 
for years without doing more than to jar 
an “Ah, indeed” out of them, and have then 
struck and have made said employers see 
the whole point in less than a month. 

Strikes have been. so successful that al- 
most all workmen are now organized and 
can strike whenever they feel like it. More- 
over, almost all employers are now organiz- 
ed and can tell the strikers to go to thunder 
with great emphasis. Everyone is organ- 
ized except the consumer. The consumer 
ought to have sense enough to run a few 
strikes by himself. 

What we need in this country is a strike 
by the National Union of Porterhouse Steak 
Consumers for lower prices. It would help 
a good deal. 

A strike by the Amalgamated Theater- 
goers would make the ticket scalper curl 
up and die in great pain. 

A strike by the Journeymen Car Catchers 
would cause the street car companies. to 
hang seats all over their cars if necessary.

is ready to begin operations. 

Can Be Quickly Cleared. 

“With a force of fifty convicts 
creek can be cleared in about 
davs,.”’ Chief Clayton estimates. 
successful operation depends, in a 
large measure, on the free flow of the 
products through, the creek beyond the 
old Howell's mill dam. [ am certain 
the commission will start the work 
when it realizes hvw essential it is to 
the sewage system. 

“A word from the public works com- 
mittee of the county commission is all 
that is mecessary to start this impor- 
tant work, according to city officials. 
The county commission passed: up the 
worl than eighteen months ago, 
but put aside in order that 
other iore pressing improvements 
might“be carried through to comple- 
tion. The city did not heretofore press 
the county to do the work because it 
was not really necessary; the sewage 
plant at that time being merely in 
contemplaticn. 

“The entire valley of Peachtree creek 
from Armour to the river is very flat 
and the bed of the creek is much ob- 
structed with fallen trees, roots, a few 
ledges of rock, ete. On aceount of 
these obstructions, added to the lack 
of fall, the velocity is very little and 
consequently a compartively light rain- 
fall causes the creek to overflow its 
banks. These overflows leave lagoons 
which are stagnant and soon become 
mosquito infested. The prevailing 
winds are from Peachtree.creek toward 
the city and-the mosquitoes are blown 
into the whole north side. If the ob- 
Structions were removed the velocity 
would be so increased that the present 
bed of the creek would be able to take 
care of all the water except under 
heavy storm conditions. In addition, 
the reduction of floods would help the 
Cperation of the Peachtree creek dis- 
posal plant. The filters discharge into 
the styeam only a few feet above the 
normal water level and back water 
will interfere with the proper dis- 
charge of the filters. The bed of the 
creek is filling up more and more 
each year because the flow is not 
enough to keep it washed out and the 
clearing out of the stream with the 
increased velocity would help the 
stream to Keep itself clear. To do this 
work it would be necessary for the la- 
borers to be in the water and there- 
fore the time to do it is the summer 
time. With a force of about fifty men 
this work could be done in about two 
weeks and the results would be of 
great benefit to a very large territcry 
both in the city an@ in the county.”

COBB AND CHEROKEE 
WORKING CONVICTS. 


Bur proof that this Blue Ridge high- 
way is not “merely a dream” lies in 
the fact that the work is now actually 
under way in Cobb and Cherokee 
counties, and further, that the move- 
ment to start the work in the three 
upper counties is rapidly gaining 
strength and will probably soon crys- 
tallize in action. 

Convicts are at work six davs of 
the week upon the route of this high- 
wav through Cobb and Cherokee. 
rietta and Canton, the county seats 
from which the work is directed, are 
hotbeds of enthusiasm. Many beauti- 
ful stretches of road and many fills 
and gradings testify to the splendid 
work already accomplished. C€obb’s 
pro rata number of the state’s con- 
victs is 46, while Cherokee’s share is 
oi. Both are using the limit of. their 
allotment and clamoring for more. 

Contrast with this the situation in 
Pickens, Gilmer and Fannin. Not one 
of these three counties, strange to sav, 
has taken advantage of the state law 
which allows a division of the con- 
victs among the counties in proportion 
to their population, for use in building 
roads. Under this law Pickens would 
receive eight convicts, Gilmef nine 
and Fannin ten, the tlLree together be-

A SILO ON EVERY FARM 


SOME DOINGS OF 
THE BOYS IN ATHENS 


The following article is taken from 
“The Furrow,’ a farm paper which is 
published by the John Deere Plow 
company. It takes up the question of 
a silo for every farmer and should re- 
ceive the most careful attention from 
all farmer-merchants, who generally 
are the leaders in progressive agri- 
culture in thir districts: 

‘The importance Of the stlo ‘in general 
farming operations is just beginning 
to be understood. The housewife has 
known for years the economy and con- 
venience of canning fruits and. vege- 
table< for winter use in household af- 
fairs. The men folks of the farm have 
not been so advanced in their efforts 
to preserve the green stuff of summer 
for feeding to stock during the win- 
ter months. 

“The silo to the farmer is what the 
tin can or the glass jar is to the 
housewife. A good silo means green 
feed all winter for your money-making 
stock.

“The inside wall ef a concrete 
should be washed with a mixture of 
cement every two or three years. They 
fills up the pores and smali cracks, 
Air must be kept from the silage. 

“It usually takes six teams 
the average silage cutter busy. 

“Corn shoul@ not be cut to 
ahead or it wil dry out too much. Two 
men can usualiy work to advantage 
in the silo, distributing the silaze with 
forks. Keep the higher at the 
walls than in the center.. I'ramp the 
Silace next to the walls, thus packing 
it down and keeping out the air. 

“After filling, allow the cuter 
Stand for two or three days 
refill the after the afl 
leave a gpace on top to put ona load 
of grass. This will rot and seal the 
top and prevent throwing otu a lot 
of spoiled silage. 

“The gilage should be wet after it 
is put in the silo. If the corn is too 
dry, add some water. A small stream 
may be run into the blower from a 
barre] or tank. It is especially im- 
portant that the silage be well packed. 
The blower shoulg be run a few min- 
utes every morning in order to clear 
the atmosphere before any one enters 
the silo. Gas frequently forms over 
night when the silo is only partially 
filled. ; 

“There is no question about the eco- 
nomic value of a good silo on the av- 
erage farm. The maximum advantage, 
however, will come from a thorougi 
understanding of how to fill the silo 
and how best to feed the silage.”

This New York meeting seems to 
have been the first held for the pur- 
pose of establishing a chapter, though 
two other chapters were organized be- 
fore the New York city chapter had 
completed its organization. The first 
of these was the Chicago chapter, 
which was organized March 20, 1891; 
the second was the Atlanta chapter, 
Organized April 15, 1891. The date 
of organization of the New York chap- 
ter is given as April 19, 1891. 

In a paper read at the Georgia 
conference of 1899, Mrs. Salas. told 
of her attendance at the New York 
meeting, and at the second meeting the 
“regent general” asked her to the 
names of two prominent ladies in 
Georgia to be appointed honorary re- 
gents for the state. One of the la- 
dies suggested accepted the office. This 
was Mrs. Martha Berrien Duncan, of 
Atlanta. Mrs. Salas said: “Not long 
after Mrs. Duncan received her appoint- 
ment, the regent general requested me 
to write and find out !f Mrs. Dunean 
would be willing to organize a: chapter 
in Atlanta.

"TAX-DODGITIS” AFFECTS 
TAX VALUES OF WILKES 


Decrease of About $50,000 Over 
1912 Shown by Receiver’s 
Report.

Washington, Ga., July 26.—(Special.) 
When tax Receiver J. T. Harris of 
Washington, completed last week the 
cOmphiation of interesting figures em- 
bodied in the 1913 tax digest of 
Wilkes county, it was announced that 
Wilkes county would show a de- 
Crease in taxable values of approxi- 
mately $50,000 over tthe. figures of 
1912. 

The announcement in itself,. carried 
little surprise when first made’ for it 
was reasoned that a. slump in Wilkes 
values was due for the follow- 
ing good and sufficient causes: First, 
the past two years have been hard 
years with farmers of this section, a 
Small yield of farm products coming 
coincident with low ,prices; second, 
tightness of money matters had _= 50 
depressed the price of standard stocks 
and, bonds that citizens having sur- 
Plus cash reserve in the banks which 
had formerly been given in for taxes, 
had invested this idle money in non- 
assessible stocks and bonds; third, 
Wilkes county has, in the past twelve 
montns, suffered from several large 
tires which would certainly have its 
effect upon the tax returns reported 
to Mr. Harris. 

gut it has 
the above causes are 
count for a decrease in Wilkes coun- 
tv’s taxable values for 1913. The 
real cause lies in a subtle malady 
Which has spread rapidly over the 
grand old county of Wilkes and is 
known as “‘tax-dogitis.”

This indicates; one or two things: 
Negroes are more honest than their 
white neighbors in reporting their 
property for taxation, or the property 
owned by negroes in Wilkes county is 
more valuable than the property own- 
ed by the white people.
